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REMARKS 



Preliminary Remarks 

The applicants wouLd like lo ihaijk tlie erur.ir. r for the suggestion of claim language 
that would place the present application in condition for allowance. 

Upon entry of the current Amendment, claims 1 -10 and 14 will be pending, of which 
claim 1 is independent. Claims 1 and 14 are amended. Support for the claim amendments 
can he found m ihe specification as originally filed (e.g., page 14 and Figure 7). Therefore, 
the apphcanls believe diat no new matter is added and 1 5Spectfuliy request reconsideration 
and allowance of the pending application. Tliis respont..e is filed within the statutory deadline 
for response along with the fee required for a tliree-month extension of time. 

Patentability Remarks 

Rejeciions under 35 U.S.C. §112- 

Claims 1^10 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as allegedly 
containing subject maner not described in the specification. This rejection is moot in light of 
the amendments to the claims. 

In particular, the terms "smaller than the sirsightness of said base material" and 
"different &om the material of said glass base material" are removed. Therefore, the 
appHcants respectfully request removal of this rejection 

Claims 1-10 and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, fust paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefmite for fiiiling to paiticulaily pohu out and distinctly claim subject matter which 
the applicants regards as the invention. This rejection is moot in light of the amendments to 
the claims - as noted in the previous paragraph. Therefore, the applicants respectfully request 
removal of this rejection. 

Rejections wider 35 U.S.C. §103 - 

Claims 1-10 mid 14 were rejccied under 35 U,S.C. §103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Yasuaki (JP 10-1 14536). This rejection is moot in light of the amendment 
to the claims. 

As amended, claims 1-10 and 14 arc directed to, inter alia, adjusting an axis of an 
apparatus for elongating a base material by adjusting a \ertical inclination of a standard rod 
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having a predetermined straightness, wherein the stiKiidard rod is placed in a hanging 



mechanism and an elongating mechanism of the de\^ce to adjust an axis and removing the 
standard rod. This process is neither taughr nor suggest.;d by Yasuaki, Therefore, claims 1- 
10 and 14 is not unpatentable over Yasuaki and the app icants respectfully request removal of 
this rejection-
